tered unofficial denials. 


The Invitation for formal 
an- 


swers came from Sen. John Spark- 
man of Alabama, Democratic nom- 
inee for vice president, in his role 
as chairman of the Senate small 
business subcommittee. 


It resulted from release of edit- 


ed portions of a critical and con- 
troversial report on an interna- 
tional oil cartel, kept secret for 
more than a year after its comple- 
tion by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission.

The report charged that the five 


American oil companies joined two t 
huge foreign corporations in an 
arrangement designed to reap rich 
profits for themselves and collab- 
orators from major oil production 
centers and markets of the non-, 
Communist world. 


Listed as principals in the al- 


leged global oil cartel are 
these 


American firms: Standard Oil of 
New Jersey, Standard Oil of Cali- 
fornia, the Texas Co., Socony-Vac- 
uum and Gulf Oil. 


The foreign corporations named 


are Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., a Brit- 
ish company, 
and 
Royal-Dutch 


Shell, owned by British and Dutch 
interests. 


Standard Oil of New Jersey was

Commerce Sawyer says that prices 
of consumer goods probably won't 
increase much the rest of this 
year, but suggests the long-term 
trend still may be upward.

on reduction of tooth decay among 
children 
at 
Newburgh, N. Y., 


should be of special interest in 
Warren since it was accomplished 
through addition of fluorine to 
the water supply. Fluoridation of 
Warren water has been proposed 
to the Warren Borough Council. 


"In some areas of the country, 


the 
water 
naturally 
contains 


fluoride," the doctor says. "After 
about forty years of study by re- 
search dentists on the effect of 
these fluorine-bearing waters on 
teeth and on the body generally, it 
was established that such waters 
were harmless to the body and 
reduced tooth decay by about two- 
thirds compared with the results 
of drinking fluoride-free waters. 


"Eight years ago dental author- 


ities decided to set up four demon- 
stration areas to show that similar 
reductions in tooth decay of chil- 
dren could be accomplished by the 
addition of fluorine to water that 
did not contain it naturally." 


Communities 
selected 
were 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Southbur3', 
Conn., Brantford, Ont., and New- 
burgh. 


The local dentist pointed 
out 


that on August 10, the New York 
State Health Commissioner re- 
ported that from 1944 through 
the middle of 1952 dental decay 
among elementary school pupils in 
Newburgh, N. Y., dropped 47 per- 
cent compared 
with 
children in 


Kingston, N. Y., 30 miles away, 
where no fluorine had been added 
to the water. 


Among the children who had 


been given fluoridated water since 
birth, the drop in tooth decay was 
even greater. It was reduced by 
two-thirds. 


Careful examinations during the 


Kingston-Newburgh - study i-eveal 
no harmful effects from drinking 
fluoridated water, the New York 
State Commissjoner reported. He 
also said that fourteen New York 
communities with a population of 
1,290,884 planned to start adding 
fluorine to their water supplies. 


Dr. McAlpin explained that one 


I of .the means of establishing 
the 


fact that there was no health risk 
m drinking water containing.fluor- 
me was a long study conducted by 
the 
Wisconsin 
Department 
of 


Health. Studies were made of the 
causes of mortality in Green Bay, 
which naturally has 2 3 parts of 
fluorine per million parts of wat^r, 
and in 
Sheboygan, which hap 


The^omparisto 
left no grounds for

Green Bay folks die any sooner 
or from different causes or arc 
more or less healthy than people 
of Sheboygan.

The Warren dentist pointed out 


that tfie Pennsylvania Department 
of Health, which has approved the 
adding of fluorine to water sup- 
plies deficient in it, has also set up 
requirements for 
operation and 


control so that the additions will 


I be uniform throughout the state. 


Again going back to the fortun- 


ate communities with water con- 
taining natural fluorine, it was 
mind that in those having one 
part fluorine per million parts of 
water, no mottled teeth" occurred. 
This amount was then specified by 
the Board of Health as the requir- 
ed proportion to be used in this 
state. 


Fluorine is added to water by a 


feeding machine equipped with a 
metering device, and all the en- 
gineering and construction of such 
a system is inspected by

Beginning with the month of 


September, retired workers 65 or 
over now receiving old-age insur- 
ance benefits will get more money. 
Monthly checks to survivors of 
most insured workers who have 
died will also be increased. These 
larger monthly checks are the re- 
sult of the 1952 amendments to 
the social security law enacted on 
July 18, 1952. 


Asked just how much these in- 


creases will amount to in dollars 
and centa for workers and their 
families now receiving old-age and 
survivors 
insurance 
benefits, 


Borneman said that the amount of 
the increase will vary, but that 
the new law provides generally for 
a 12 *i % increase over the pres- 
ent payments'. Most people now re- 
ceiging old-age 
insurance 
pay- 


ments will get about $6 a month 
more; some will get more, some 
less. 


These increases will b« 
made 


automatically and will be includ- 
ed in the September checks which 
will be sent out at the regular 
mailing early in October.

In view of this success, the PGC 


official said plans are being made 
to put down a fifth well but the 
exact location has not yet been 
definitely decided. 


Queried with reference to the 


flow of oil which was hit while 
drillers were putting 
down 
the 


well, the official said the "black 
gold" was of small quantity and 
petered out as the drilling con- 
tinued and has now been shut off 
behind the well casing. 


While utility officials have de- 


clined to give any estimate as to 
the combined output of the six 
producers, the latest is termed an 
"average" well. The smallest is 
known to have an output in the 
neighborhood of 300,000 cubic feet 
daily. 


Those who have followed drilling 


operations on the hilltop five miles 
northwest of the city are of the 
opinion that the utility has hit a 
large gas pocket in that section. 
PGC officials have confirmed re- 
ports that each new well brought 
in does not cause the output of the 
others to diminish. 


A. decision on -wher« the llth 


hole will be drilled is expected to 
be disclosed within the next few 
days. The well brought in yester- 
day is located on the C. J. Follett j 
farm.

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AWARDS FOR SUPERIOR DRIVERS 


Somewhere recently we read about a small air- 


plane darting down out of the sky to a spot a particu- 
lar motorist tooling down the highway. At the next 
town the motorist was stopped by the police. The 
iriver's apprehension changed to bewildered aston- 
shment when the cops pinned a medal on him. It 
ivas for careful driving. 


The plane was one used by the state police to 


satrol the highways. After watching the motorist 
n question drive along for several miles, obeying 
ill the rules and driving in a mannerly way, the 
Diane police radioed to -their headquarters in the 
next town that this-guy deserved a medal. 


They've been doing it for some time, now, and 


the results are reported fine. 


This strikes us as one of the sharpest, smartest 


approaches we've heard of to a problem we wish 
we'd never heard of—the mass killing on our high- 
ways. 


For one thing, the airplane gimmick is healthily 


positive. We have too many restrictive "don'ts" in 
our traffic regulations—don't turn left, don't go over 
30, don't turn off the bridge or you'll drop in the Qua- 
hoosik River. 


But instead of more "don'ts", here's a police force 


*that says, in effect, you did a smart job of driving 
today, and here's a medal to prove it. 


That sort of psychology seems from where we're 


sitting to be one successful antidote to "our dangerous 
lack of driving manners—the attitude that the 
smart guy is the one who breaks the rules and gets 
away with it. 


And that goes back to the fact that somewhere 


along the line we've acquired a whole set of false 
values regarding our conduct while in the driver's 
seat. 


Everyone kr^ows too well the kind of person who 


is as gentle and considerate as he can be until he 
gets behind the wheel of his car. Then something 
comes over him. His jaws clench, his eyes narrow, 
his hands grip the wheel until the knuckles are 
white. And woe betide the driver who crosses his1 
path. 


His ordinary good manners completely desert 


him as he darts dangerously through holes in the 
traffic line, forces other cars out of their paths, 
blows his horn, and in general becomes a 160-horse- 
power bully. 


It would probably be oversimplifying to say this 


too-general failing is all the result of trying to com- 
pensate for a feeling of social inadequacy. That may 
be part of it, but there seems to be more. 


Somhow we've gotten sidetracked into thinking 


that traffic laws are something it's smart to beat— 
like betting on the horses and winning, or not paying 
your county tax. 


It's that attitude which must be changed if we 


hope to save some of the more than 30,000 lives which 
are lost in traffic accidents each year. Just saying 
"don't" isn't enough. 
That 
already has 
been 


proved. 


So why not try a switch to the positive—a sys- 


tem of awards for good driving? And let's be a little 
dramatic and original in our thinking and planning 
on the subject. The cops in the airplane is good 
for a starter. Let's go on from there. 


The temperature was pretty low at War Memorial 


Field Friday evening, but the warmth of the recep- 
tion given by the thousands of enthusiastic music 
lovers and Warren citizens generally more than off- 
set the bracing air. It was an event that will never 
be forgotten by any person in attendance. 


The Jaycees and others responsible for the visit 


of the Dixie Band in Warren must have a feeling of 
genuine satisfaction for having had a part in a pro- 
ject that broughi so much real pleasure and so many 
thrilling experiences to residents of the aera. 


The series of accidents in the area over the 


weekend should serve as a warning to local residents 
planning motor trips during the coming holiday 
weekend. 


This is the week to complete plans for getting 


the kiddies prepared for the return to school Wed- 
nesday of next week.

project has been expanded over 
this period. In 1913- the commis- 
sion shipped a few thousand young 
ringnecks to sportsmen's organ- 
izations to rear to maturity. These 
were birds in excess of the number 
the state farms could raise to lib- 
erating age with their facilities. 
The project grew steadily until in 
1950 about 166,000 day-old ring- 
neck chicks were distributed for 
rearing 
outside 
the 
pheasant 


farms. Last year the number in- 
creased to more than 225,000 and 
this year the total is almost 228,- 
400, 
the largest number yet. 


Sportsmen's 
clubs, Farm Game 


project co-operators, rabbit farm 
co-operators, 
and farmers who 


have 50 or more acres open to 
public hunting1 and have the re- 
quired rearing equipment may ap- 


ply for the young chicks. It Is no 
longer unusual for organizations 
and individuals participating in 
this program to successfully raise 
nearly 100 per cent of their pheas- 
ant chicks to maturity. Last year 
the success of all these "amateur" 
propagators was recorded at more 
than 80 per cent.

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Defense Secretary Lovett 
Debunks 'Flap' on NATO

•WASHINGTON— (NBA)—On the door of the Pentagon office ol 


Frank C. Nash, special assistant to Secretary of Defense Robert A. 


Lovett for International Security Affairs, there is a new gadget. It's 
a "Flap Indicator." 


"Flap," to the uninitiated, is a perfectly good Air Force term that 


is roughly equivalent to "snafu." When people go around flapping 
their wings and talking big on subjects they know nothing about, 
that's Flap. When nobody, knows what he's doing or why, that's 
Flap. When the .confusion is completely utter, that's Flap. Hot air 
is Flap. Propaganda is Flap. 


For the last few days the pointer on the indicator has been set at 


Condition Green, which is Full Flap. 


Though it cannot be said so- officially, the apparent reason is the 


large amount of Flap being leaked by British, and French official 
sources in London and Paris. 
'THE nature of this Flap is that the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 


zation is all ready to fail apart. The 50-division goal for the 


NATO army, set at Lisbon last February, cannot possibly be mat. 
Britain will be unable to meet her military commitments and will 
have to stretch out her rearmament 'effort over four years instead o£ 
three. 


The Flap from France is considered even worse. The story com- 


ing from Paris is that unless the Franch government gets $600 million 
worth of defense orders from the United States, the French govern- 
ment will be bankrupt. The Indo-China war will have to be aban- 
doned. Furthermore, Paris sources indicate that the United States 
must guarantee French government financial stability for the next 
three years. 


So much for the Flap. 
As to whether NATO will make its 1952 goals. Secretary Lovett 


admits frankly that he doesn't know ?^id he can't tell until the annual 
reviews are presented to the next NATO council meeting. This will 
be held in Paris, probably in December. 


At the Lisbon conference last February, the 50-division land army 


goal for Europe was set as a nice round number. Twenty-five of 
these divisions were to be ready divisions and 25 reserve-divisions. 


A CTUALLY, the number of divisions may be 53 by the end of this 
* calendar year. If there is any "shortfall" in meeting this eoaL it 


will be in the percentage of readiness of sonse of the reserve divisions

Judge Mook opined: 
"The court IB convinced that the 


evidence in this case is insuffic- 
ient to establish that a dangerous 
and unreasonable obstruction to 
travel existed upon the sidewalk 
of the defendants. 


"To allow a recovery In such a 


case places every property owner 
in Northwestern 
Pennsylvania, 


whether he be a person conduct- 
ing a business or living in a cot- 
tage by the side of the street too 
old to handle a snow shovel with 
agility, In Imminent danger of los- 
ing his property. 


"Here In the snow belt of North- 


western Pennsylvania only 
the 


most hardy and vigilant of our 
property owners can be sure that- 
their sidewalks are free of snow 
24 hours a day 


"Having reached this conclusion 


it is unnecessary to discuss the al- 
leged contributory negligence of 
the plaintiff," the court conclud- 
ed.

who set the style for Communists 
everywhere, protest they have a 
really democratic setup. 


Theoretically, all party mem- 


bers are expected to argue sin- 
cerely on any issue the party is 
trying to decide. But, once the 
decision's made by majority vote, 
they must obey the party'* will 
absolutely. 


Actually, the decisions are made 


at the top by Stalin and his hand- 
picked lieutenants who form the 
Politburo, which runs the party. 
Since the party runs Russia, the 
Politburo runs the whole show. 


But if the Politburo just kept 


on doing this indefinitely 
from 


within the Kremlin walls, without 
even pretending to let the party 
members think they have a say, it 
couldn't keep up the democratic 
fiction very long. 


So Stalin and his friends decid- 


ed long ago there should be a 
national 
congress 
every 
three 


years. But they got pretty care- 
less about it. The last was held 
in 1939. 


Yesterday 
announcement was 


made in Moscow that there'd be 
another congress, the first in 13 
years, in October. Why now? The 
usual guessing game started in 
the .Western capitals. 


Stalin lias never been considered 


a Confidential Charley. 
So there 


will not necessarily be any con- 
nection betwefen the real reasons 
for the congress and any reasons 
Stalin may give for calling it, be- 
fore or after. 


So the guesses will range from 


the most ominous and. sinister

two coats of rapid-drying, durable 
shellac in a single day. 


However, proper thinning of 


shellac—a vital part of its correct 
application — is not commonly 
known among non-professionals. 
Shellac should seldom be used as 
it comes out of the can, but should 
be thinned with a high-grade de-

But these mixtures should be

Here are Instructions for con- 


verting shellac by thinning with 
alcohol: 


Five-lb. cut to 3-lb. cut—% 


pint alcohol to 1 quart shellac; 
5-lb. cut to 2-lb. cut—1 quart al- 
cohol to 1 quart shellac; 5-lb cut 
to 1-lb. cut—2-3 gallon alcohol to 
1 qyart shellac; 4-lb. cut to 3-lb. 
cut—% pint alcohol to 1 quart 
shellac; 4-lb cut to 2-lb. cut—\ 
quart alcohol to 1 quai. shellac; 
4-lb. cut to 1-lb. cut—2 quarts al- 
cohol to 1 quart shellac.

coats, remove the old finish with 
a paint or varnish remover, sponge 
thoroughly with turpentine to re- 
move traces of the chemical and 
allow the wood to dry. 


Smooth the surface with No. 00 


steel wool, followed by No. 00 
sandpaper, rubbing with the grain 
and 
wiping afterwards. 
Same 


treatment for new wood. Apply 
stain, If desired. 


Then apply a thin coat of shel- 


lac, at least two-pound cut, work- 
ing the liquid with the grain with 
a fine brush. Allow three hours 
for drying. 
Sandpaper the first 


coat lightly and dust it off. For 
the second coat use a two-pound 
cut, being careful not to overlap 
when brushing—flow shellacked 
sections together. For a final pol- 
ish, hand rub the surface with a 
paste wax. 


Badly worn wood can also be 


given a protective coating, using 
this same method. 


Thorough sanding with ateel 


wool or No. >£ sandpaper before 
finishing is necessary for new 
floors. 
Old floors 
should have 


previous finish removed by sand- 
ing .machine. All traces of wax 
should be eliminated before apply- 
ing shellac in two-pound cut. 


Allow three hours' drying time 


between first tv- coats; overnight 
drying of the second, if a third 
coat is desired. 


Shellac is kno-vn also as a paint 


or lacquer base and is recognized 
as an excellent undercoat for wax 
or varnish.
